day at the fair, and the size of the 
crowd that flocked there between 8 
and » o'clock to-day waa to. keeping

Early morn in p the cars leading 
to the grounds were crowded, and at 
IOOQ there was a jam on all tho lines.

WASHING TON, Oct. 9. —Tho govern- 


ment public building commission, con-

Ib has been said that Republics are 


ungrateful, which is too often trae. Eat 
it ig not trna as to Grant, Sherman accl 
Sboridau. Theee men were made to feel 
by the American people that thoir distin- 
guished semcea to tlioir country wes 
appreciated by tbe people. There woe 
no opeu demonstration in honor of these 
men while they lived, which was regarded 
ns extravagant, Tbe people were only 
Burry that these demonstrations ootild 
not be extended and made more endur- 
ing. Since their deuth the public hae 
not tired doing them honor, and at every 
publio ceremony referring to either of 
them is an occasion when whole families 
truvol titmclreds of miles to be present. 
Tbia fact was we'! demonstrated at the 
unveiling of the Grant statue at Lincoln 
Pnrk, Chicago, on Wednesday. People 
onme from Missouri, Iowa, Kansas and 
nearly every state of the Union east o! 
Illinois to witness it. It was estimated 
that more people were in the city than 
were there when Grnnt returned from 
his trip around the world. The parade, 
which was made np of the Association 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
Army ot the Tennessee und the Army of 
the 1'otomno, en tored Lincoln Park, the 
ruar woe at thu Auditorium, over throe 
irtiles from tlie head of the ooluajn. 
It 


Wtis estimated that in the park at the 
time of the unveiling there were assem- 
bled between D00,000 and 000,000 people. 
The estimate was made by the acre. On 
Wednesday evening places to sleep were 
at a premium in that great city of hotels 
und lodging houses. 


When the column passed the residence 


ot I'ottor Palmer, from which Mrs. Grnnt 
viewed the proooaoion, the old soldiers ea 
they oaiue opposite the widow of their 
great loader, instinctively took off their 
hiitfl, and it was said Unit at this demon- 
stration Mrs. Grant remarked, "that act 
makes Una ono of the happiest moments 
of my lite. I now know thut the gallant 
soldiors he commanded havo not forgot-

Army of the Tunuessee, which followed, 
fiirnishon another illustrative demonstra- 
tion of the high regard in which the old 
commanders are held.

The average attend- 
ance is not over forty or fitly out of a 
total ofBovorn) hundred, and the session 
arc usually HO brief us to be merely formal. 
The meugur numbor present seldom in- 
ohuU'ti any one of consequence outside 
tho Ministry. The really important ad- 
pellate duties of the House are perform- 
od by a select few of the peers, nion who 
are well vwrsed in the law, and whose de- 
cisions receive the respect that n deliver- 
anuo of the Lords, as a clues, never could 
command. In fuot, tliia judicni committee 
as it may be callod, has become, in the 
public eye, wholly dissociated from the 
House in wlioau name it delivers judge- 
mont, and the abolition of the one need 
not interfere * with the performance of 
the other. 


As tile largo majority (if the Lords 


tluunselvoB have sson fit by Don-attend- 
ancn to show thotr indifference to legisla- 
tive honors, they ought not to complain 
if deprived oC the power they neglect to 
"KeroiBtj. The serious question will bo, 
however, how to got rid of tho Lords. 
AH a nominally co-ordinate branch of the 
government they will have to consent to 
their own political extinction. Anything 
olao would be revolution. This consent 
will not be readily obtained, and oironm- 
tjtanees are imaginable that might lead 
to grave results, especially if the Lords 
should contrive to identify their cauee 
witli some groat public principle, such ne 
that of union, as against homo rule, 


ONKot tho episodes of the meeting ot 


the society of the Army of the Tennessee 
was a meeting between Gen. I. N. Elliott, 
ot L'rinoeton, and John R Tanner, at 
which Mr. Tanner mentioned hia griev- 
ances against Gov. Piter, closing by re- 
ferring to what the ox-treasurer regards 
his egotism, which ho illustrated by the 
well-known qiioiation: "Upon what moat 
doth this Cloaar feed, that he has grown 
so gro.it? ' To which Gen. Elliott replied: 
"I don't know. Yon ought to know, tor 
yon have been his butcher for three 
years."

Chicago's Tribute to Grant. 


Chicago Znter-Ocea»,'Oot. 7: The man 


to whose memory on this day the people 
of-Ohioago, the regular army and navy 
of the Uaited States, the veterans of the 
"Union army, the association of soldiers 
of .the Confederacy now resident in Chi- 
cago, the Sons ot Veterans, the militia ut 
the state and a large concourse of people 
gathered from all states and territories, 
do honor, died far on the near side of ad- 
vanced age. He had ceased to be- Gen- 
eral and President of tho United States 
at an age when promotion to the highest 
offices of military and civil life is becom- 
ing possible fo most man. Aa General 
and President he had won the esteem, if 
not the affeotion of those whom he had 
conquered in the field and whose politi- 
cal condition was modified by those acts 
of reconstructive legislation which he 
approved and enforced. Sines his death 
tho South has been just to his memory, 
and has acknowledged that hia civil as 
well as military administration was with- 
out malice to the section once in revolt, 
and was severe only as severity w^s 
needed to enforce obedience to the con- 
stitution ut tbe United States and to the 
laws made in accordance with it. 


For fifteen years, as a cadet to West 


Point, and as lieutenant and captain in 
the regular army, he was in the public 
service. Piomoted on the field of Molino 
del Eey for gallantry in action, brevetted 
for gallantry at. Ohapultepeo, he retired 
to civil lifelos soon as it seemed ss if 
them would be no more battles to ba 
fought. "The pomp and circumstance of 
war" had few charms for him; if battles 
were to be fought he would fight them; 
but as to playing soldiering, thut was 
not his role. He became a citizen aa soon 
as military life (became a thing of mere 
routine ot pomp and circumstance. For 
nearly seven years he was the most unas- 
suming of private citizens. Then came 
the eound ot distant cannon; the sound 
oanis from South Oarolins, and as soon 
as it was heard Grant begun to drill vol- 
unteers at Galena. From 1801 to 1805 
his history is the history of tbe United 
States. Three years of conspicuous activl 
ixy elapse, nnd in 1868 he is nominated 
and elected President, Then came night 
jearein which his life was a potent fores 
in the civil history of the republic as it 
had been for four years upon its military 
History. For two years immediately suc- 
ceeding hia retirement from the Preoi- 
dency be was the honored guest of the 
kings and potentates of Europe and 
Asia, Six years ot dignified privuoy re- 
mained to him, and thon he was "gath- 
ered to his fathers." Hia memory for- 
ever will endure with that of the purest 
patriots and the greatest soldiers. To- 
day Chicago dedicates to liis memory n 
stutuo that fitly elands upon a verge of 
the state which once WBB hie home, and 
from which he received his first commis- 
sion in the. great volunteer army oE the 
Union. The monument is massive and 
will enduro lor generations, but more 
lasting than bronze or granite will bo tho 
memory of Grant.
